Under the pact, atomic pow­ 
ers promise not to turn nuclear 
arm s over to have-not nations. 
The latter agree to they will nei­ 
ther develop non* acquire such 
weapons. 
In return for foregoing atomic 
arms. the nonnuclear countries 
are promised they will share in 
peaceful uses of the atom. 
The treaty will come into 
force when ratified by this coun- 
trv, t h e Soviet Union, Great 
Britain, and any 40 other na­ 
tions.

The defense wa.s .satisfied with the tW year 
term fo r the defendant instead o f a po ssible 
death sentence Defense co unsel agreed with 
the pro secutio n’s no -co nspiracy po sitio n 
TlW case by no mean« ! ends at this po int.

Many a large citv has o nly a mo rning paper 
and an evening paper, whereas es'cn 20 vears 
ago , when the po pulatio n o f the United States 
was much smaller, the\’ had several 
What mo st peo ple do no t realize is that news­ 
papers canno t survive o n the inco me o btained 
o nly fro m the subscribers o r purchaser« at the 
newsstands Advertising revenue is essential to 
meet expenses and fumi'-h a nrnfit 
Co mpetitio n fro m o ther media, such as radio , 
televisio n, magazines and o n'side newspapers 
in the same area has severely cut do^vn o ppo r­ 
tunities fo r the « mall dailio « to « tav in hiiriness, 
particularly when pavro lls. equipment and o th­ 
er co « ts co ntinue to ri.se 
The merging o n the pro ductio m and businessi 
side has .saved many a co mmunltv newspaper. 
In mo st cases where a mo rning and evening

Family in-fighting long has been castigated 
as bad—injurious to family relationships and 
society in general. Many articles have been 
written about the harmful effects of these fami­ 
lial battles, particularly as they aft ret the chil­ 
dren of a family. 
It may come as a surprise then to learn that 
a psychiatrist with the Titus Harris Clinic in 
Galveston, Tex., believes that warfare within a 
family may develop better relationships with 
the 
individuals 
involved 
if 
the 
fights 
are 
waged in a healthy way 
The psychiatrist contends that many m ar­ 
riages deteriorate into rat-and-dog fights be­ 
cause “negative feelings” are used to prod, 
hurt and degrade the other person. 


Vicious circles of attack and counterattack 
then ensue and the false pride of the antago­ 
nists serve to perpetrate the warfare “until it 
is terminated by separation, divorce, emotional 
exhaustion, physical violence, murder, suicide 
or the sobering realization that there is bound 
to be a better way of living ” 
But if the fighting is conducted in a healthy 
way, the psychiatrist contends, the opponents 
may learn “that anger and resentment, when 
“xpressed with good intent, is a gift to the rela­ 
tionship that brings into focus issues that need 
resolution” 
What the Texas psychiatrist is saying still 
may not be very popular. But it makes a lot of 
sense.

Nixon-Labor Think-in Set 


WASHINGTON — Some prominent and politi­ 
cally prestigious labor leaders are planning a 
think-in out at isolated White Sulphur Springs, 
W Va., in mid-April. They aren’t going for the 
cure. They’re hoping to use 
the watering place to brain­ 
wash some of President Nix­ 
on’s hardest thinkers. 
In turn, those White House 
policy makers, on whom Mr. 
Nixon is relying quite heavily 
to p u n c t u r e this inflation, 
hope to do some brainwashing 
themselves. 
Tt will he quite a duel Nei­ 
ther side brainwashes easily, 
' '(’,or 
if at all. For leading the labor group for its 
firsit-off-the-record think-in will be A FL C IO 
President George Meany, with whom folks once 
used to compare the Rock of Gibraltar before it, 
became shaky As guests, on the other side of 
the table (not yet confirmed as round or 
square) will be Mr 
Nixon’s Professor Paul 
McCracken, chairman of the Presidential Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisers 
Along with the tough-speaking realist will he 
the soft-spoken Secretary of Labor Shultz and 
his “ team.” They were invited to the sorawling 
Greenbrier Hotel by the AFL-CIO’s Economic 
Policy Committee for private talk* so every­ 
body can get to know everybody else — and 
what they are thinking — real intimate 


THIS IS INDEED a first for the AFL-CTO 
group There’ll be no business agenda for the 
three-dav think in 
beginning early Monday, 
April 14 There will be no publicity, no press 
conferences, no statements, no position papers, 
no leftover scraps of notes 
“This will be a meeting for an opportunity for 
discussion among the members of the Econom­ 
ic Policy Committee, the Executive Council and 
the administration's brain’rust,” said one of its 
organizers. “There’s never been anv such meet­ 
ing. If it works out. we'll do it again ” 
They’ll discuss zooming prices, high wage de­ 
mands, convulsive monetary matters and the 
state of the union. 
It’s an educated guess that Mr Meany and 
his colleagues will ask for a specific commit­ 
ment on Mr Nixon’s hints that the White House 
will try to cool the economy without heating up 
unemployment. 
In a hand-delivered letter to Mr. Meany last. 
month. Mr. Nixon said that he did not want any 
jobs jeopardized by his eforis to deflate But 
there was no commitment 
Mr Shultz, running interference for the Presi­ 
dent, said that he thought that skyrocketing in­ 
flation could be contained without “any sub­ 
stantial increase in unemployment.” 
Rut Paul McCracken, a blunt man who will 
meet an even blunter fellow in George Meany, 
said that an increase in unemployment will be 
necessary to get the nation off its inflationary 
hinge. And “wage bargains which assume con- 


r 


tinned inflation at recent rates will court the 
risk of less employment,” 


MR. MEANY HAS retorted with, “There's 
something fundamentally wrong with our sys­ 
tem if that’s the only answer I recommend full 
employment ”

McCracken will tell the labor leaders they have 
to hold their unions in line on wagp demands. 
Mr. McCracken will be wasting his erudite 
breath No one, through dialogue or exhorta­ 
tion, can hold down local union demands. 
There’s a communication zap The boys on the 
bottom are just not listening to the council of 
elders at the top. 


Typical is the fate of the steelworkers leader, 
I W Abel It is he who officially, as chairman 
of the Economic Policy Committee, called fhe 
off-the-record Greenbrier think-in. 
He has tried to be an industrial statesman. 
He has warned his rank and file against the 
danger of foreign competition He won the fat­ 
test contract ever signed by the steel union and 
industry. Steelworkers now are earning unprec­ 
edented rates They have three months sabbati­ 
cal every five years, in addition to regular va­ 
cations. But thousands of mill workers voted 
against “Abe” Abel during the recent election 
because he did not strike the industry to get 
them “more.” 


AND THEN THERE is the militant rank and 
file of the International Assn. of Machinists — 
one million strong. In the commercial airline 
field, some 50,000 of them are asking eight ma­ 
jor carriers for a 40 per cent pav package hike 
right now. 
As has become the pattern during the young 
Nixon administration, the 48-year-'told” Profes­ 
sor Shultz thinks he has a middle course — to 
avoid the high road of prices and the low road 
of joblessness. 
On the price side, lie will tell the labor lead­ 
ers, he is against hammering industry He is 
for gradually slowing the rate of rise which is 
slashing the value of the booming buck. 


On the labor side, his formula is .simple. He 
is for manpower training, more manpower 
training and much more manpower training 
Thus Chose who are mosl likely to be made job­ 
less by any inflation “cool” will have skills. 
Then the National Alliance of Businessmen, 
with labor’s help, will place them bv the scores 
of thousands, hopefully 200.000 this year and 
those who are not placed will so glut the m ar­ 
ket that the high price of labor — wages — will 
fall because there will be so many around to 
work for less than the other fellow 


Which means that some local unions will Im* 
in weaker bargaining positions 
This won’t please his new labor friends. Ob­ 
viously, no cures will come out of the \Vhite 
Sulphur Springs think-in.

DAVID LAWRENCE 
Novel 
Doctrine 


WASHINGTON - The Supreme Court of the 
United States has just proclaimed a novel doc­ 
trine — that two competing businesses cannot 
merge unless one is on the verge of bankruptcy 
and cannot find some other purchaser. 
What the court has unwittingly recommended 
is a means of awarding the stronger business 
an eventual monopoly. 
The ease in point arose in Tucson, Ariz., 
where one newspaper wa* making about 25.000 
dollars a year and the other was losing about 
the same amount. 
An agreement wa* reached which provided 
that each paper would retain its own news and 
editorial departments as well as its corporate 
identity but the production and distribution 
equipment were to be combined and the circu­ 
lation and advertising departments operated 
jointly. 


THIS ARRANGEMENT has been In effect 
since March of 1940. and the venture proved 
profitable to both papers. In 1965, the owners 
of one paper purchased the other but continued 
separate news and editorial departments for 
each. 
Now the Supreme Court calls the combination 
“ an unreasonable restraint of trade” and de­ 
clares that there was no real proof that in 1940 
one of the papers was “on the verge of going 
out of business.” 
What the Supreme Court overlooked is the na­ 
ture of fhe competition faced even bv a single 
newspaper in a community today. It may not 
have a rival in printed form within the same 
city but it has newspapers coming bv airplane 
and bus into its territory from cities not far 
away. 
Likewise, television and radio cover the area 
and a daily newspaper has plenty of competi­ 
tion from fhe “commercials” used bv advertis­ 
ers on local broadcasting stations. 
In 1920, there were 2,042 daily newspapers in 
the United States. This total, affording to the 
latest figures, has declined to 1,749 There are 
only 227 morning papers and 1.428 evening pa­ 
pers And 16 of these are “all day” newspapers. 
Many a large city has only a morning paper 
and an evening paper, whereas even 20 years 
ago, when the population of the United States 
was much smaller, they had several 
What most people do not realize is that news­ 
papers cannot survive on thp income obtained 
only from the subscribers or purrhasnrs at the 
newsstands Advertising revenue is essential to 
meet expenses and furnish a profit. 
Competition from other media, such as radio, 
television, magazines and outside newspapers 
in the same area has severely cut down oppor­ 
tunities for the *ma11 dailies to *tav in business, 
particularly when payrolls, equipment and oth­ 
er costs continue to rise 
The merging on the production and business 
side has saved many a community newspaper. 
In most cases where a morning and evening 
newspaper are published bv the same owner­ 
ship. editorial pages are independent of each 
other. 
What is not perceived by the Supreme Court 
i« that when two newspapers combine some of 
their operations, they have not by anv meat * 
stifled all competition in the community. They 
have merely devised a way of meeting fhe 
heavy c o m p e t i t i o n they face from other 
sources. 
Meanwhile, national labor unions, operating 
as a monopoly with apparent immunity from 
antitrust laws, impose wage scales all over the 
country which have brought about the downfall 
of a number of newspaper* over the last sever­ 
al years. 


UNLESS CONGRESS PASSES a pending bill 
which would permit two daiiv newspapers to 
enter into joint operations when one could not 
otherwise survive, many of these publications 
will go out of business. This writer, on June I. 
1964. in discussing a similar antitrust case filed 
by the Department of Justice at that time 
against a combination of two newspaper enter­ 
prises, wrote: 
“Under the oldest concept of property rights. 
It has never been held that an owner should be 
forced to go to the borderline of bankruptcy be­ 
fore he can sell a deteriorating asset to a com­ 
petitor. The Department of Justice evidently 
thinks otherwise and that antitrust laws may be 
used to bring about a form oT commercial sui­ 
cide.”

336 Americans died in action 
during the week of March 2-8. 
the second week of the current 
offensive. 
This was 117 less than the 453 
Americans reported killed dur­ 
ing the first week of the offen 
sive. But it was double the aver­ 
age of 
170 
Americans killed 
each week this year until the of­ 
fensive began. 
Soulb Vietnamese and enemy 
casualties also were substantial­ 
ly less than the week before, ac­ 
cording to the weekly allied 
summaries. 
Tile Saigon government said 
259 of its men were killed, while 
the two allied commands report­ 
ed 4,063 Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese battle dead. With 


521 government troops and 6,813 
of the enemy reported killed the 
week before, this brought Viet­ 
namese battle dead during the 
first two weeks of the offensive 
to 780 government troops and 
10,876 of the enemy.

L IS B O N — A policy change 
In the federal food stamp pro­ 
gram in April will further boost 
the buying power of certain low-

The t w o - h o u r version of 
“Bronson” may be quite unlike 
tile series except in the esen- 
t.ial thrust of the character, 
played with extraordinary un­ 
derstated strength and purpose 
by Michael Parks, a superb 
young actor. 
The film is a quiet, tender, 
two-hour love story, which has 
in it the feeling of a daydream, 
an idyll. 


PARKS, as Bronson, sees a 
girl in bridal gown and veil, on 
a sunswept, craggy beach, strip 
herself of bridal clothes and 
fling them in the sea. I/ater, 
she joins him on his motorcycle 
in this directionless jaunt, hie In 
search of something, running 
toward life, she running away.
